LUCIA DI LAMMERMOOR 
(Donizetti) 


Henry Ashton wrongfully holds the estates of Edgar, between whose 
family and his own there has long been a deadly feud. In addition 
Ashton’s political activity against the King has placed him in a perilous 
situation, and he has resolve@ to re-establish his family’s position by 
marrying his sister Lucy to Arthur Bucklaw. 


Act I, Scene I: A wood near Ravenswood Castle. Norman tells Lord 
Henry that he believes Lucy has been secretly meeting Edgar in the castle 
garden, and he has dispatched his huntsmen to discover whether this is so. 
Henry swears that he will prevent the union between the two lovers, even 
if it means that their lives will be forfeit. The huntsmen return and reveal 
that the nightly visitor is in fact Edgar. 


Scene II: In the castle garden. Lucy, accompanied by Alice, awaits 
Edgar at the fountain. She sings of a young woman murdered long ago by 
one of the Ravenswoods whose ghost she believes she has seen. Her 
thoughts turn to Edgar however, and she sings of her love for him. He 
now enters and informs Lucy that he has to leave for France. He suggests 
he should tell Henry of his love for Lucy, and propose a reconciliation. 
Lucy tells him such an interview would be useless and begs him to keep 
their secret. They vow eternal love, exchange rings and bid each other a 
passionate farewell. 


Act II, Scene I: Henry’s room in the castle. Lord Henry tells Norman 
that although Lucy has so far refused to marry Lord Arthur, he is certain 
that he:can now persuade her to change her mind by showing her a forged 
letter from Edgar which will make her believe that he is in love with 
someone else. In the duet that follows between Lucy and her brother, 
Henry reveals that only Arthur can save him from death for conspiring 
against the crown; this and the forged letter force Lucy to agree to the 
marriage. First however she seeks advice from Raymond, who adds his 
persuasions to those of her brother. 


Scene II: The great hall of the castle. The guests have assembled for the 
signing of the wedding contract, and sing of the happy bridal day. When 
Lucy enters looking pale and distraught, Henry tells Arthur that she is 
still mourning for their mother, who died recently. No sooner has Lucy 
signed the contract then Edgar rushes into the hall. In the great sextet 
which follows Edgar asks why he is restraining himself from vengeance; 
Henry expresses sorrow for his sister’s plight; Lucy sings of her despair at 
her brother’s treachery; Raymond invokes the aid of Heaven; and Alice 





and Arthur pray that there will be no bloodshed. Swords are drawn, but 
Raymond orders all to sheath their weapons. Edgar gives Lucy back her 
ring; she returns his, which he hurls to the ground and stamps underfoot. 
Cursing the Lammermoor family, he rushes out. 


Act III, Scene I: The great hall of the castle. The celebrations in honour 
of the wedding continue. The guests’ rejoicings are rudely interrupted by 
the entrance of Raymond, with the news that Lucy has lost her reason and 
killed her husband. Lucy herself now appears, and in the most famous 
‘mad scene’ in all opera goes through an imaginary wedding ceremony 
with Edgar. She begs that no tears be shed when she dies, but that flowers 
be placed on her grave. 


Scene II: The tomb of the Ravenswoods. Edgar, unaware of Lucy’s 
fate, wanders amidst the tombs of his ancestors, anxious to join them as 
now he has nothing to live for. A group of people sadly. make their way 
from the castle. From them Edgar learns that Lucy has lost her reason and 
is dying. He determines to try and see her once more, but is restrained by 
Raymond. The tolling of a bell imforms them that Lucy is dead. Edgar 
mourns her passing and, promising her spirit that nothing can part them, 
stabs himself.
